Editorial Comment 


CONSIDER THE BASIC FACT 


Problem of organized labor versus organized farmer was 
the key theme of annual meeting of the Tulare County Fruit Ex- 
change held Monday evening at the Starlite Inn, with farmers 
listening to a discussion of the problem by Jack Miller, manager 
of the Agricultural Producers’ Labor committee, then asking a 
number of questions concerning their rights to protect their 
crops when the labor organizer moves in. 


Obviously the citrus growers present at this meeting were 
concerned about the present move by labor to organize agricul- 
tural workers, also they were concerned about the future. And 
well they might be. 


_ But in discussing the problem of "what can we do in Sac- 
ramento,"" where "farmers have few friends left," one basic 
point was completely overlooked. 


That point is simply this: So long as "the people,” includ- 


ing farmers, continue to send men to the state legislature who 
are unfriendly to agriculture, and so long as the present state 


administration, with its strong leanings toward labor continues 
in power, farmers might as well accept the fact that someone 
else, not themselves, hold the aces. 


Along this line, it is interesting to note that in the four 
southern San Joaquin valley counties that represent the heart of 
California agriculture — Fresno, Tulare, Kings and Kern — not 
a single legislator was elected last week who could be classed as 
really a friend of the farmer. All are tied with, and obligated 
in varying degree, to labor and to the Brown administration. 


If the labor meuepey is to be placed in its fair and rightful 
position of legal responsibility commensurate with its great ec- 
onomic power, then legislation, state and national, is required. 


Unless men are sent to Sacramento and Washington with 
the political courage to do this, then those aces will stay in their 
present hands. 


So while it is understandable that farmers are concerned 
about the current and future labor situation, the real answer to 
the problem lies not in delaying actions, although this is ex- 
tremely important under the present state of affairs, but rather 
in clear thinking at election time. 


To have friends in Sacramento, farmers must use the ballot 
to put friends there.

ONE TOPIC of considerable 
conversation these days is the 
whys and wherefors of the Elec- 
toral college, and there is talk 
that the college should be abol- 
ished in favor of a direct popular 
vote for president and vice presi- 
dent of the United States. 


IDEA OF abolishing the Elec- | 


toral college is not new — more 
than 100 attempts to do this have 
been made, but the college, which 
is provided for in the United 
States Constitution, is still there, 
and, actually, results of elections 
during the past 60 years would 
have been the same, college or no 
college. 

VOTE IS determined for each 
state in the Blectoral college on 
a basis of the number of repre- 
sentatives that state has in the 
House of Representatives and the 
U.S. Senate. California, with 30 
congressmen and two senators, 
has 32 Electoral college votes, 
out of a total of 537 votes. 

IN SOME states the name of 
the presidential and vice presi- 
dential candidates are not listed 
on the ballot, but the names of 
electors are. While the constitu- 
tion does not make it mandatory, 
present policy in most states is 
that Electoral college members 
are pledged to vote for the candi- 
date who has the high vote in 
their state. Some states — three 
we believe — send their electors 
without instructions. 

IN CALIFORNIA the political 
parties name their Electoral col- 
lege members; if the Republican 
presidential candidate wins the 
state, then the Republican party 
sends its representatives to Sac- 
ramento to cast the state’s vote. 
If the Democrat party has the 
high vote, then the Democrat 
party sends its electors, and, na- 
turally, the electors vote for their 
party candidate. 

VERIFIED COPIES of each 
state’s Electoral college vote are 
sent to the president of the U:S. 
Senate; the Senate and House sit 
as one body on January 6 to 
count the electoral votes. If no 
candidate for president has a ma- 
jority, the House of Representa- 
tives chooses a president from 
among the three top candidates, 
all Representatives from each 
state combining to cast one vote. 
If there is no vice presidential 
candidate with a majority of 
electoral vote, the Senate chooses 
from the top two candidates, each 
Senator casting an _ individual 
vote. 

IN CALIFORNIA, the Electoral 
College vote will be cast on the 
first Monday after the second 
Wednesday in: December, at Sac- 
ramento, 

INCIDENTALLY, SINCE 1900, 
three presidents have been elect- 
ed without a popular vote ma- 
jority, although all three had the 
high popular vote —- Woodrow 
Wilson in both 1912 and 1916, 
and Harry Truman, in 1948. In 
each of these cases, there were 
four candidates for president. 

IN A close election, with only 
two candidates, as experienced 
on November 8, it is possible for 
the winning candidate to have 
Jess than a popular vote majority 


and still win the presidency 
through the Electoral college 
vote. 


AS FOR abolishing the Elec- 
toral college, there are those who 


contend that the college keeps |

Now that Hurricane ‘‘Election”’ 
has whirled off into history, leav- 
ing bruised candidates and bat- 
tered propositions strewn over 
the beach, it is time to redirect 
our energies to legislative mat- 
ters. Time is very short between 
now and our 1961 session, and 
most of our interim groups still 
have much to occupy their atten- 
tion.

and Taxation. As their titles in- 
dicate, these committees are re- 
sponsible for passing on legisla- 
tion in several significant fields. 
Consequently, their presiding of- 
ficers have considerable prestige 
and authority. 

Even greater shifts will take 
place in Assembly committees. 
Seven appointments to as many 
chairmanships will be up to the 
Assembly Speaker. Such. power- 
ful groups as the committees on 
Agriculture, Education, Judici- 
ary-Civil, Military and Veterans 
Affairs, Revenue and Taxation, 
and Transportation and Com- 
merce, have vacant chairs. Gov- 
ernmental Efficiency and Econ- 
omy has had an acting chairman 
for some months so it, too, is in- 
cluded in the list. 

Our California Legislature has 
never adopted the tradition of 
Congress with respect to making 
committee appointments on the 
basis of seniority of service. As | 
a general rule, chairmanships of 
the more important groups do go 
to those members with consider- 
able legislative experience, but it 
is not a matter of hard and fast 
rule. Other things being equal, 
however, it can be anticipated 
that these eleven vacancies in the 
two houses will be filled from 


of service, and previous experi- 
ence in presiding. 

With this many committees in- 
volved, a whole series of changes 
will probably result, with the 
membership and leadership of 
practically all groups shifting 
considerably. All of our mem- 
bers will be called on to serve on

As I have written here before, 
standing and interim committees 
are indispensable working units 
in carrying out our duties in leg- 
islating wisely and well for the’ 
good of all California. They per- 
form a three-fold function with- 
out which any law-making body « 
would be completely unable to 
act. First, they are an efficient 
means of communication with 
the general public, through 
which we can learn all the di- 
vergent views on particular prob- 
Jems with relatively small use of 
time and effort. Second, they 
collect and analyze research ma- 
terial needed to arrive at sound 
judgments. And third, they en- 
able us to sift out the valuable 
legislative proposals, and to 
smooth and shape them by 
amendment into the best final 
form. 

A great part of our legislative 
work arises from our service on 
various committees. This work ‘ 
becomes more and more demand- 
ing, but when it pays off in leg- 
islation for a better California, it 
brings its own reward.

3. Present farm labor organ- 
ization, as well as efforts in 
Washington, seek to kill the 


Mexican National program, and 
eventually eliminate Public Law 
78 under which farm labor is 
brought into the United States 
when needed. 


4. Real goal of organized la- ; 
bor is not to improve the wages | 


and working conditions of farm 
laborers, since organization drive 
is centered in California. where 
working conditions are the best 
in the nation and average wage 
is $1.14 an hour, rather than in 
low-pay states; real goal is to 
gain union control of food and 
fibre in the United States. 

5. Industry-wide strikes are be- 
coming unpopular with the pub- 
lic and with union members, but 
with a number of union con- 
tracts including the ‘‘cost of liv- 
ing’’ wage increase clause, unions 
could boost wages by boosting 
living costs if they had control 
of the nation’s food and fibre. 

6. California growers cannot 
stand labor monopoly control; if

Miller said that if Perluss was 
actually neutral, he would in- 
form workers of any situation 
existing at a given ranch, tell 
them the wages paid, then leave 
it up to the worker to decide 
whether or not he wanted to ac- 
cept a job there. 

As a matter of policy, Miller 
said his organization believed 
that labor has just as much right 
to organize as do farmers, or any 
other group. But he said this or- 
ganization should be on a vol- 
untary basis — not compulsory.
